l. CALL TO ORDER

Mayor Penn called the meeting to order at 6:36 p.m. Present were Mayor Mary Penn, Mayor Pro
Tem Shaun Myers and Council Members James Traylor, Robbie Powers, Kevin Moon, Derald

Cooper and David Johnson.

11 INVOCATION — COUNCIL MEMBER JAMES TRAYLOR

Pastor Nick Edwards gave the invocation.

Council Member Johnson had technical difficulties and left the meeting.

. APPROVAL OF MINUTES

Mayor Penn asked if Council had any changes to the Minutes. There being no changes, Mayor
Penn called for a motion. Council Member Moon made a motion to approve the Minutes of the
March 16, 2021, City Council meeting and Council Member Traylor seconded the motion. The

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Mayor Penn announced that we have a speaker who wants to address Consent Agenda ltem
#3. The following person spoke regarding this item:

Ms. Jones stated that we are lucky to have Chief Briggs and hopes that the
Council will back him.

Mayor Penn asked if Council wanted to pull any of the Consent Agenda Items for discussion.
No items were pulled, so Mayor Penn asked for a motion. Council Member Cooper made a
motion to approve the entire Consent Agenda and Council Member Traylor seconded the
motion. The motion passed by a vote of 6 ayes and 1 absent [Johnson].

V. PUBLIC HEARING ITEMS / ACTION ON PUBLIC HEARING ITEMS

1. Public Hearing on the proposed annexation of approximately 21.073
acres of land located in the Absolom Hyer Survey, Abstract 203 on
County Road 212, owned by Platform 80-20, LP and discussion and
possible action on an Ordinance approving the annexation.

City Attorney Jon Thatcher discussed this item. The City of Forney received a petition for
annexation from Platform 80-20, LP for an approximate 21.073 acres of land on County Road
212. This property is part of a proposed development for light industrial purposes on CR 212. The
City of Forney entered into a development agreement on December 15, 2020 with the property
owner for the full development of the proposed project. Earlier this year, in January, the City
Council approved the annexation of approximately 25 acres for this proposed development. Since
this action, Platform 80-20 has acquired this additional acreage to include in the development.
The above referenced development provided for the additional land in the case that it was
ultimately acquired by the developer group. With its acquisition, it is desired to include the
additional land in the development. The property considered for annexation is adjacent to the city
limits on the southeastern side of the property as well as across CR 212.

The proposed annexation is pursuant to Subchapter C-3 of Chapter 43 of the Texas Local
Government Code. One public hearing is required prior to the consideration of any ordinance
approving the annexation.

Public utilities as well as the County and the School District have been provided with notice of the
public hearing for the proposed annexation. Additionally, the City has qualified that the
aforementioned development meets the requirements in Section 43.0672 of the Texas Local
Government Code proposing the services and schedule to be provided to the property upon
annexation.

Following the public hearing, the City Council may consider action on the proposed ordinance to
approve the annexation.

Mayor Penn opened the public hearing. The following persons were available to answer any
questions that the Council might have.

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Council had no questions or comments on this item, so Mayor Penn called for a motion. Mayor
Pro Tem Myers made a motion to approve the annexation of approximately 21.073 acres and
Council Member Powers seconded the motion. The Ordinance caption was read as follows:

CRDINANCE NO. 21-12

AN ORDINANCE ANNEXING THE HEREINAFTER DESCRIBED TERRITORY TO THE CITY OF
FORNEY, KAUFMAN COUNTY, TEXAS, AND EXTENDING THE BOUNDARY LIMITS OF SAID

CITY SO AS TO INCLUDE SAID HEREINAFTER DESCRIBED PROPERTY WITHIN SAID CITY

LIMITS, AND GRANTING TO ALL THE INHABITANTS OF SAID PROPERTY ALL THE RIGHTS
AND PRIVILEGES OF OTHER CITIZENS AND BINDING SAID INHABITANTS BY ALL OF THE
ACTS, ORDINANCES, RESOLUTIONS, AND REGULATIONS OF SAID CITY; AND ADOPTING
A SERVICE PLAN OR AGREEMENT.

The motion passed by a vote of 6 ayes and 1 absent [Johnson]
Council Member Johnson was able to join the meeting at this time.

VI. DISCUSSION / ACTION ITEMS

1. Discuss and consider a Resolution approving an Amendment to the
Development Agreement between the City of Forney and Platform 80-
20, LP for the development of an approximate 60 acres of land located
on CR 212,

City Attorney Thatcher discussed the background of this item. In December 2020, the City Council
approved a development agreement with Platform 80-20, LP for the full development of
approximately 60 acres. This includes the additional 21 acres recently acquired by the developer,
which is being considered for annexation into the city limits.

The Development Agreement provides for the development of the property for warehouse or
distribution center buildings. The development agreement contemplated a light industrial zoning
with a few additional regulations. Included in these additional regulations is a prohibition of parking
or “stacking” on CR 212 of any commercial vehicles.

The deveioper now requests to amend the development agreement to provide for other
development regulations, which will allow for consideration of a planned development zoning with
a light industrial base classification rather than a straight light industrial zoning. The development
regulations to be considered are consistent with similar developments on CR 212 and Gateway
Bivd/Akron Way.

Mayor Penn stated the following persons were available to answer any questions the Council
might have on this item:

There being no discussion, Mayor Penn called for a motion. Council Member Powers made a
motion to approve the Resolution and Council Member Moon seconded the motion. The motion
passed unanimously by a vote of 7 ayes and 0 nays.
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2. Discuss and consider a Resolution awarding a contract with Franco
Tennis Academy for tennis league and instruction services.

Parks Director Kyle Rouvaldt discussed the background of this item. In early 2021, the Parks and
Recreation staff along with the City Attorney compiled an RFQ for Tennis League and Instruction
Services. The idea behind the RFQ was to seek qualifications from an individual, group or
business to provide tennis instruction for all residents of the City. This “sports partner” would also
assist the City on any future tennis/pickleball leagues or tournaments.

On February 11, 2021, the City published and advertised the RFQ. The City received only one
submission, that being from the Franco Tennis Academy.

After a lengthy discussion process and overview of what the Franco Tennis Academy was
offering, staff decided to proceed with the lone submission and on March 17, 2021 it was brought
before the Parks and Recreation Board.

During the March 2021 Parks Board Meeting, the Parks Board unanimously recommended
approval of the agreement, with the stipulation that the contract would be for one year and after
the one year, staff would evaluate the partnership. Staff agreed and was good to proceed.

The following person was available to answer Councit questions:

Andres Franco
Mr. Franco stated that his office is in Frisco. He also serves The Colony and Little
Elm. He stated he is excited to bring his services to Forney.

The drop-in rate for adults for 1 day will be $18.00. They should be able to start services fairly
quickly. Depending on feedback, they will make decisions on leagues, etc. later. Mayor Penn
cailled for a motion. Council Member Powers made a motion to approve the Resolution and
Council Member Cooper seconded the motion. The motion passed unanimously by a vote of 7
ayes and 0 nays.

3. Discuss and consider a Resolution approving a Public Improvement
District Consulting Services Agreement for PID Administration
services for the Public Improvement District related to the Bellagio
Laguna Azure project; and authorize the City Manager to execute a
contract for services.

City Attorney Thatcher discussed the background of this item. On January 19, 2021, the City
Council approved a Resolution approving a Development Agreement between the City of Forney
and Bellagio Laguna Azure, LL.C for a large residential/commercial/retail development with a
laguna amenity. The Development Agreement contemplated receiving a petition for the creation
of a public improvement district to assist with the financing of the public improvements to serve
the development.

The City has asked for a scope of work from DTA (formerty known as David Taussig & Associates)
who is currently the City’s PID Administrator on the two public improvement districts in the Villages
of Fox Hollow. The scope of work includes consulting services to assist the City with the review
and analysis of PID creation petition and drafting of the Service and Assessment Plan necessary
to create the PID.
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The Development Agreement provides that the consulting services for the above referenced
services as well as the City's Financial Advisors on the PID for the proposed development will be
reimbursed to the City by the developer.

Staff recommends that the City Council approve the Resolution authorizing the City Manager to
execute the agreement with DTA. There will be no cost to the City.

Mayor Penn called for a motion. Council Member Johnson made a motion to approve the
Resolution and Council Member Powers seconded the motion. The motion passed unanimously
by a vote of 7 ayes and 0 nays.

4. Discuss and consider a Resolution of Intent to Establish a City of
Forney Property Assessed Clean Energy (“PACE”) Program, and all
related actions.

This item was pulled. No discussion or action was taken on this item.

5. Discuss and consider action on a Resolution approving an
expenditure under Section 501.073 Texas Local Government Code
and a Performance Agreement between the Forney Economic
Development Corporation and Best Massage Ever, LLC.

City Attorney Thatcher discussed this item. Best Massage Ever, LLC (Applicant) submitted an
Amended Application for Incentives. A Performance Agreement between the FEDC and Best
Massage Ever, LLC was approved at the FEDC’s regular meeting on March 11, 2021. The City
must approve any expenditure of FEDC funds pursuant to Section 501.073 Texas Local
Government Code before any grant is made.

The economic development project covers the creation and maintenance of seven (7) full-time
equivalent employment positions at Best Massage Ever, a spa and massage parlor located at
522 Pinson Road, Forney, Texas 75126, contingent upon the positions being filled by the
employees for one (1) year.

Applicant will be responsible for employing and maintaining a minimum of seven (7) full-time
equivalent employment positions for a minimum of one (1) year.

The Applicant, Victoria Mayhew, was present to answer any questions that the Council might
have. She stated that the grant will pay her payroll. Everyone is licensed per the State.

Mayor Penn called for a motion. Council Member Johnson made a motion to approve the
Resolution and Council Member Moon seconded the motion. The motion passed unanimously
by a vote of 7 ayes and 0 nays.

6. Discuss and consider board and commission appointments: Board of
Adjustment; Park and Recreation Board; and the TIF Board.

City Secretary Brooks discussed the background of this item. Brooks stated that there are three
boards that have vacancies: Board of Adjustment (1}, Park Board (1), and TIF Board (2). Council
Member Traylor made a motion to table this item, but the motion failed for lack of a second.
Council Member Myers made a motion to appoint Jim Sanders to the Park Board and Council
Member Moon seconded the motion. The motion passed unanimously by a vote of 7 ayes and 0
nays. Council decided to postpone making any appointments to the Board of Adjustment or the
TIF Board and instructed Staff to advertise those positions on the website/social media.
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7. Discuss and consider action on the open meeting practices for the
City Council and the individual boards and commissions.

City Attorney Thatcher stated that this item was being brought back to the Council for discussion
per their instructions at the last meeting. Mayor Penn stated that the following person had
requested to speak on this item:

Ms. Jones stated that she would like to see the Council meetings open to the
public.

After discussion, Council Member Johnson made a motion to open the meetings to the public
under the conditions that masks are required and that there will be 6-foot social distancing.
Council Member Traylor seconded the motion and the motion passed by a vote of 5 ayes and 2
nays [Myers and Powers].

Council took a break at 7:39 p.m. Mayor Penn called the meeting back to order at 7:48 p.m.

Mayor Pro Tem Myers stated Chief Briggs did a good job on his presentation.
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Council Member Moon thanked him for all that his does.

Councili Member Johnson asked if they had any open positions. Briggs advised that they have
no vacancies at this time.

Mayor Penn stated that perhaps the Bond Committee can look at a new facility. It was an
awesome presentation and she is grateful for our Fire Department.

Council Member Powers thanked Chief Briggs and asked about fire hydrants. They should be
working and functional. Chief Briggs stated that they are having a meeting next week with the
Public Works Department to discuss this issue.

Council Member Traylor asked about staffing in 24-36 months given our growth. Chief Briggs
stated that if we won the lotto he would like 15 new positions and being able to fully staff the
Ladder Truck. We do not have a full staff for the Ladder Truck and this is a goal for him. To staff
the Ladder Truck, it would take a minimum of 3 to fully staff it with a safe, functional crew.
Currently, we do have some contingencies built in. If necessary, Administrative Staff can staff
the Ladder Truck and we also have an aide agreement with Terrell — they have a Ladder Truck.

Council would like an update on the hydrants and the Ladder Truck in a month.
10.  Update on our warning system.

Deputy City Manager Neil Cardwell discussed this item. Since the last council meeting, we have
been able to gather additional information on the City of Forney Ground Warning System. The
staff has begun engaging with potential vendors based on comments of some Council members
wanting a Ground Warning System that covers all of Forney City limits.

Based on initial discussions, and a process of mapping out the City using acoustical analysis
provided by the vendors, Forney would need approximately 11 sirens to cover the entire City limits
with Tone only. To provide voice, which is what the three inoperable sirens are currently, we would
need 29 sirens. The number of sirens could increase if ideal locations are not available when
acquiring land or space.

It is my understanding that the three current sirens are not able to be repaired. They would need
to be replaced with new sirens. The three siren locations currently only cover approximately 25%
of the City.

The purchasing of the sirens is just one part of the process. Fiber would need to be run to each
location and the locations will need to be purchased. Should Council decide to go forward with
either replacing the three sirens or providing coverage for the entire City population, a formal RFP
for the Ground Warning system with desired requirements will need to be approved. Based on
the fact that formal proposais will need to be sought, an estimate of cost is only that an estimate.
For three sirens, the cost could exceed $100,000 all inclusive. For the 11 sirens tone only, over 1
million dollars. For the 29 sirens with voice anywhere from 2 to 3 million dollars. Once Council
comes to a consensus on how to proceed, staff can move forward.

Ms. Jones stated that is sounds like the Council is headed in the right direction in
getting the sirens upgraded and she appreciates them taking this under
consideration.

He feels that the
493 termination of Chief Lunt was spite motivated. Lunt is popular with the citizens and
494 would like to be reinstated. Hooker stated he would like for Lunt to be reinstated
495 immediately.

497 Misty Lawrenson

498 900 Gold Finch

499 Ms. Lawrenson does not believe Tony Carson is right for Forney. There are too
500 many employees who have left. It was good to see everyone come together during
501 the Ice Storm. The City Council is responsible for the city manager — get rid of
502 Carson and bring Lunt back.

504 Brandie Jones

505 Ms. Jones stated that the Councit should not forget Lunt and Briggs. Bring Lunt
506 back and terminate Tony Carson. There is low morale for City employees and the
507 citizens. Open the position for the North Texas Municipal Water District and
508 question any applicants.

510 Nate Dettmer

511 Mr. Dettmer stated that he would like the Council to reconsider the user fee for
512 youth sports. The Park Board was not listened to — Carson directed Staff not to
513 inform the Council about Park Board recommendations regarding Dek Hockey or
514 user fees.

517 Mr. Thomas stated he is a business owner in Forney. He is looking for a 25,000
518 SF facility. He is concerned about the Carson and Lunt issue. The City needs to
519 reinstate Lunt. There is only a short period of time that you can gain citizen
520 backing.

523 Mr. Loken stated he is speaking on behalf of Lunt — please reinstate him as soon
524 as possible. Fomey is in crisis and Carson is the cause of a toxic environment.

He thanked Staff for all that they do.

Council Member Johnson stated that in the 48 years that he has been in municipal government
he has never seen anything like this. Social media has made this bad. We need to work together.
What he has seen is mean spirited. Corporations lock at this and based on what they see they
may not come to Forney. In 48 years, this is the worst! He thanked Staff for their hard work and
stated he appreciated them.

Council Member Traylor had no comments.

Councit Member Moon thanked Staff and Chief Briggs. They were good reports. Please
reach out to the Council and Mayor — email us. Let's have a discussion. Do your own
research. |'ve received texts and they say awful things — but | can’t reach them. Please call
us — be civil.

Mayor Penn thanked Staff. It is bullying and I'm not appreciative either. Chief Lunt was
bullied. 'm being bullied, too. | did what | thought was right.

Mayor Penn announced that Council will now adjourn into Executive Session under Texas
